WANTS BRADY. 


Archbishop Kenrick’s Letter In- 
‘dorsing His Vicar-General. 


It Was Presented by Fr. Brady to the 
Archbishops in New York. 


BEFORE ACTION WAS TAKEN THE PRO- 
TEST OF THE PRIESTS ARRIVED. 


The Letter and the Protest Referred to the 
Suffragan Bishops of the Diocese—A 
Meeting ofthe Suffragans Called for 
Dec. 15—The Feeling Among the Priests 
Is Intense Over the Latest Revela- 
tions. 


Revelations made to-day explain why Rev. 
Fr. Brady refused to speak about the 
conference of the archbishops in 
New York a few weeks ago, on 
his return home last Tuesday. It nowap- 
pears that the Vicar General carried in his 
pocket a letter signed by Archbishop Ken- 
rick, asking the hierarchy of the United 
States to recommend the appointment 
of Fr. Brady as coadjutor bishop of this 
province and to do all in their power to for- 
ward his interests. When this startling mis- 
sive had been read by Cardinal Gibbons, 
President of the Council, and in the lull of 
hesitation prior to action in the matter, the 
receipt Was announced of the famous petl- 
tion of the St. Louis priests, asking for theim- 
mediate appointment of a coadjutor, and 
suggesting that he be either Bishop Spalding, 
Fitzgerald or Kain. The petition was read, 
andthe Archbishops decided to send itand 
Fr. Brady’s letter of recommendation back to 
Archbishop Kenrick witha request that he 
califat once a council of his suffragan bishops 
to choose a coadjutor. This unexpected ac- 
tion of the conference was a virtual defeat 
for kr. Brady, orat leastaset back to his 
hopes for advancement, and he returned 
home to Sst. Louls last week, unannounced 
and with every circumstance of secrecy. He 
spent all of last Wednesday morning 
in conference with Archbishop Kenrick. 
Three hours of conversation had but one 
topic, namely: The priest’s petition and the 
remarkable action of the Archepliscopal 


Conference. 
PRIESTS ARE INDIGNANT. 

To say that the priests of St. Louls are iIn- 
censed at what they regard as the scheme of 
the Archbishop to hoodwink them Is to give 
a faint notion of the real state of affairs. 
It is safe to say that there Is notin the United 
States aiRoman Catholicarchdlocese,which Is 
more disturbed at present by dissensions 
than the st. Louls province. 

The archdiocese has enjoyed this honor for 
sometime, but wWhenthe true significance of 
Fr. Brady’s trip to New York became known, 
and since it has become apparent that he 
went not so much as a representative 
ofthe Archbishop as to carry out the aged 

srrelate’s wish for his promotion, the clergy 
mve risen up in arms and are to- 
day clamoring for the appointment 
by the Archbishop of irremovable 
rectors who shall have the chotce 
of the coadjutor insteaa of the suffragan 
bishops. They maintain that they have a 
right to a voice in the election of thelr 
superior by the decrees of the 
Third Vilenary *Councll of Baltimore, and 
some of them have been heard todeclare that 
when the suffragan bishops come to st. Louls 
about the middle of December, in response 
to the call of the Archbishop 
for a council to choose a coadjutor, ther willl 
refuse to act, because some of them are of 
opinion that they’ no longer have the 
power to act. ‘this will he avery 
radical move, and may never happen, 
Dut several of the suffrawans are very 
friendly to the local priests. If the suffragans 
do refuse tosit ata council board with the 
Archbishop he will be forced to do whatthe 
priests have for so long been demanding— 
that is, tocall his priests together and ap- 
point irremovabie rectors. 

LETTERS TO ROMT. 

So earnest have the priests become in thelr 
contest withthe Archbishop against the ap- 
pointment of Fr. Brady—for this Is the es- 
sence ot the whole affair—that to-day they 
sanctioned a letter, written In Latin,to be sent 
this week tothe ope and a similar one ad- 
dressed to Cardinal Ledochowsky, Prefect of 
the Propaganda. In these epistles they set 
forth in unminced words the status of the 
St. Louls Diocese and the contention be- 
tween the priests and their Archbishop. 
These letters will reach the Pope 
and his Prefect before the suffragan 
bishops meet and choose three 
names to be forwarded to Rome, from which 
the Pope will choosethe coadjutor. The 
method of procedure in these cases has fre- 
quently been explained.

A HOUSEHOLD SKELETON. 


Famphlet Issued by the Dowager Duchess 
of Eutherland. 

LonpDon, Nov. 29.—The Dowager Duchess of 
sutherland, formerly Mrs. Blair, whose rela- 
tions with the family ofthe late Duke are, to 
put it mildly, somewhat strained, has issued 
a ten-page closely written pamphlet in 
which she details her grievances. The 
present Duke, her stepson, instructed coun- 
sel yesterday to contest his father’s will 
and this fact may have had something to 
do with the appearance of the pamphlet to- 
day. The dowager duchess’ relations to the 
Duke before marriage were the subject of 
much gossip on both sides of the Atlantic, 
The couple visited America in 1889 and 
were married on March 4 in Florida. 

In her pamphlet the Dowager Duchess says 
that she andthe Duke were advised that it 
would be vell for them to have a record of 
the events of the last three years. She has 
therefore written a true account of those 
events, aided by diaries and letters. The 
Dowacer Duchess then proceeds to 
state that she became engaged to marry the 
Duke in February, 1889. The Duke wrote to 
his three children, announcing the engage- 
ment and expressing the hope that the 
Duchess would be kindly received by them. 
In reply to these letters the Duke received 
the most unkind answers, showing an utter 
absence of care for his future happiness. 

Continuing, the Duchess says that upon 
her return to England she went to Stafford 
House, the Duke’s residence in St. James, 
and found that the Marguis of Stafford, 
the present Duke, and Lady Alexan- 
dria, the late Duke’s daughter, had 
ransacked the place, leaving the private 
rooms bare of ornaments. The Duchess 
made advances towards a conciilation with 
the children. She received no response. 
Lady Alexandria, instead of responding 
to her overtures, wrote a  dlsagree- 
able letter to her father. When 
the Duke and the Duchess visited tie 
family residence at Liilles Hall, in Shrop- 
shire, the Marquis of Stafford wrote that for 
once he would not mindtheir visiting Teck, 
but if they went there again he would leave 
the place.

LABOR NEWS. 


Demands Formulated by Jersey Central 
Telegrapbers. 

New YorkK, Nov. 29.—President Maxwell of 
the New Jersey Central Rallway was called 
upon this morning by a committee of tele- 
graph operators of that road. The men 
made the following demands npon _ the 
road: That eight hours shall constitute a 
day’s work for train dispatchers and certain 
block operators and twelve hours for all 
other operators. That extra pay at the 
regular scale shall be allowed 
for over-time and Sunday work. That 
reasons be given for suspensions of 
dismissals, a hearing permitted and that if 
re-instatement follows that pay be given for 
lost time; that promotions be made accord- 
ing tosenliority inthe service and that the 
minimum wages paid be $40 per month, 
Chief Ramsay of the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers, in an interview with the reporter of 
the United Press, complained that the men 
employed on the Jersey Central were about 
the most badly paid in the organization. 


ROCK ISLAND OPERATORS. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 29.—The Executive 
Board of the Order of Rallway Telegraphers 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Sys- 
tem concluded a two-weeks session here last 
night and left this morning for Chicago with 
anew schedule which the railroad company 
will be asked to adopt. If they refuse, a 
weneral strike of the Order of Rallway Teleg- 
raphers on the system will undoubtedly 
follow. Ninety-five cent of the opera- 
tors on the system belofig to the order. The 
new schedule fixes the minimum salary at 
$45a month and provides for pay for over- 
time, 


STRIKE PREDICTED. 
CnicaGco, Ill., Nov. 29.—There may bea 
strike on the ‘‘L’’ road within the next 
twenty-four hours as a result of the action of 
General Manager Barnard in discharging 
seven engineers, four conductors and three 
yuards for alleged violation of the rules of 
the company. Atie-up has been prevented 
sofarthroughthe efforts of the employes’ 
Executive Committee, who ordered back more 
than half the men who had left their posts of 
duty in sympathy with the discharged men. 
Chief Arthur of the Engineers’ Brother. 
hood has been requested to come here and 
take charge of affairs.

A British Opinion. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—Referring to the pro- 
ceedings of the monetary conference the Daily 
News says: Alfred de Rothschilda’s plan which 
seems to have saved the conference from col- 
lapsing turns out to be a mild 
palliative and in no wise heroic. 
Theoreticaily it would be best 
to let silver alone. When we find a Roths- 
child trying tooth and nail to prevent the 
collapse of the conference it may be sup- 
posed that such a result would be disastrous. 
Wecannot suppose it to be remotely sug- 
gested that £5 notes be made redeemable in 
Silver. The most striking part of the plan Is 
the implied belief of ai first-class 
Hnancler that unless something is done 
America will discontinue the purchase 
of silver. America is perhaps the richest 
country In the world and cannot be ignored. 
Were she to sell silver we might be compelled 
to close the Indian mines. Eventhen we 
might be terribly hampered if America raised 
a big gold loan. Itis not to England’s inter- 
estto precipitate a currency crisis in Amer- 
ica. , The disturbance of trade would amount 
to a catastrophe.

Premier Loubet’s Ministry Forced 
Out of Office. 


the Panama Scandal 


PERILS WHICH NOW FACE THE FRENCH 
REPUBLIC. 


The Government Charged With Defeating 
Justice in Not Ordering an Examina- 
tion ofthe Body of Baron Reinach—M. 
Brisson Summoned by Carnot to Form 
a New Cabinet—Floqust and Frey- 
cinet in Conference With the Presi- 
dent. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—Again France is facing a 
political crisis. The Loubet Ministry has re- 
signed. The downfall of the Cabinet came 
about quickly. It is the first grave conse- 
quence of the Panama scandal investigation. 
During the session of the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday, Marquis Laferronis of 
the Right questioned the Government on 
Baron Reinach’s death, and expressed sur- 
prise that nothing has been done to discover 
the truth in reference therewith. He re- 
ferred to rumiors that the burial was onlya 
sham, and that the coffin did not contain the 
body of Baron Reinach. He demanded that 
the coffin be exhumed and examined as to its 
contents. 

M. Richard, Minister of Justice, said that 
the usual formalities had been observed in 
the burial of Baron Reinach’s body. The 
doctors had certified that death was from 
natural causes. A post-mortem could not be 
ordered without previous burial intervention. 

Parliament committee was powerless to 
order an autopsy, and he delined to institute 
judicial proceedings, as it ,was the duty of 
the Junge G’Instruction in the Panama Canali 
prosecution tocausea search of the Baron 
Reinach’s house if he thought it necessary. 
He concluded by asking that M. Laferronis’ 
question de put in the form of an interpelia- 
tion. He declared that for himself he had 
acted strictly from asense of duty. He had 
not cosidered that he was compelled to take 
legal steps. 

M. Brisson supported M. Laferronis’ de- 
mand and sald that the official seal should be 
affixed to Baron Reinach’s papers, as it 
should be imperative that the truth should 
be discovered. He concluded by movinga 
resolution of regretthatthese papers had 
not been sealed immediately on the death of 
the Baron. M. Loubet simply declared that 
he rejected M. Brisson’s resolution. 

M. Maujan proposed that there should be 
added to M. Brisson’s resolution an expres- 
sion of confidence in the Government. There 
was applause from the left when M. Loubet 
interposed to say that despite his respect for 
the wishes of the Chamber he could not agree 
even to M. Maujan’s motion. He could accept 
nothing but the simple order of the day. 

There was great excitement, and by a vote 
of 804to 219the Chamber rejected the Pre- 
mier’s motion to pass tothe order of the day. 

The members of the Cabinet wentto the 
Palace of the Elysee and tendered their 
resignations to President Carnot. 

The majority in the Chamber of Deputies 
which overthrew the Government was made 
up of 121 Republicans and 172 members of the 
Right and Boulangists. The minority on 
division comprised 19 Republicans and two 
members of the Right. Fifty-six membDers 
abstained from voting, including fifty lhe- 
publicans. 

President Carnot held a conference with M, 
Loubet this morning. Hebas summoned M. 
Floquet, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and Senator LeRoyer to consult 
with them on the situation. It 
is understood that LBrisson has been 
called upon to form a Ministry and 
it is reported that if he declines President 
Carnot willask M. TierardorM. Bourgeols, 
former Ministers, to undertake thetask. It 
is certa'n that M. De Freycinet, M. Ribot and 
some other members ofthe Lowbet Ministry 
will be in the new Cabinet. 

The Republique Frgncaise deplores the politi- 
cal confusion whid@, it says, was never Dbe- 
fore socomplete. ‘Ihe crisis, it adds, will 
serve the interests ofthe enemies of the Re. 
public. 

The Conservative pressis delighted at thé 
upset of the Ministry. 

The truth Is tt is dificult to perceive which 
party has gained an a@vantage. It is feared 
that President Carnot’s mind Is not on a level 
with the peril which must be faced. 
Wherever one looks it isimpossible to see the 
end of the plot. No man is strong enough to 
face the rising tide and pllot Republican 
France amid the dangerous rocks of social- 
ism, aparchy, moparchism and clerical re- 
action. 

The resignation of the Ministry will[have the 
effect of making a post mortem examination 
onthe body of Baron Keinach impossible, 
while itis in a recognizable state. That itis 
rumored thata party of men have gone to 
Nivilliers with a doctcr intending to forcibly 
exhume Baron Reifbach’s body and have an 
autopsy made to ascertain whether he died 
by poison or not. 

The present crisis is likely to result in one 
thing to the advantage of those who are 
pressing the investigation. That is the com- 
mittee cannot evade doing what Delahaye, 
the accuser, demands it shall do—make a 
rigorous and exhaustive search of the bank 
records, and trace the disposition of $1,600,000 
which, he alleges, Was devoted to corrupting 
Parliament and the press. 

Delahaye is satd to have given to the com- 
mittee in a sealed packet the name of the 
foreign paper which, he alleges, was bought 
by the Panama ring for $100,000. There will 
be the liveliest curiosity to learn what 
this name may be. Meanwhile it Is tacitly 
agreed by all that, whatever be the 
result, judicial proceedings against the 
Directors are to begin on the 10th of 
January. Old de Lesseps isto be allowed to 
go to the grave without even knowing about 
them. If he is convicted he will be immedi- 
ately pardoned by the President. He is 
greatly broken in health and mind, spends 
most of his time ina bathchair dozingin the 
sun or before the fire, and has been kept in 
total ignorance of the whole commotion. 

Baron Reinach was so badly involved in the 
Panama scandal that nearly all Paris is pre- 
pared toacceptthe statement, without fur- 
ther proof, thatthe unfortunate man com- 
mitted suicide rather than face the facts that 
would be brought out by the investigating 
committee,but should the coffin be exhumed 
and found not to contain his remains, 
popular feeling in the matter, already at a 
high pitch, will be intensified.

MM. De Freycinet, Ribot, Bourgeois, Rou- 
vier, Develie and Roche were members of the 
former Cabinet, in whieh they held the same 
portfolios which they held in the Loubet 
Ministry. 

They took office last February after a vain 
attempt by MM. Rouvier, Constans, Ribot 
and Bourgeois to forma ministry to replace 
the one which resigned in consequence of 
the Chamber of Deputies refusing to vote 
confidence in the Government. 

M. Loubet, the outgoing Premier, is by pro- 
fession a physician. His first political pos!i- 
tion was that of Mayor of Montelimart, 
where he practiced. In 1876 he presented 
himself as a Republican candidate for the 
Chamber of Deputies and was elected by a 
large vote. He connected himself with the 
Republican left and joined in refusing a vote 
of confidence to the De Broglie Cabinet. He 
was steadily advanced in political influence 
and position, and while an earnest supporter 
cf Republican institutions, he is opposed to 
extreme radicalism as much as to imperial 
and legitimist pretensions. 

There has always been little public confi- 
dence in the stability of Loubet’s Cabinet, 
which was not considered truly representa- 
tive of any combination of factions capable 
of commanding a majority in the Chambers. 

It is stated that Ilresident Carnot will, 
should the Cabinet crisis be prolonged, send 
to the Chamber a message explaining the 
situation, 


STAR-GAZING. 


Speculations Concerning the 
Stellar Tramp. 


LICK OBSERVATORY, Cal., Nov. 29.—The 
Holmes comet has been systematically ob- 
served since Nov. 8, but the stormy weather 
has prevented obser¥Vations every night of 
the past week except one. Its position in 
the sky has been accurately measured by 
rrof. Schabberie witha meridian circle and 
by Prof. Barnard withal2-inch telescope, 


The latter has also secured a. ,00d photo- 
graph of the comet. Mr. Campbell has ob- 
served its spectrum visually and  pho- 
tographically with the greatequatorial. The 
observations show tiat in many respects it 
is the most remarkable comet of recent 
years. On Nov. 5 its diameter was one-sixth 
of the mocn’s dlameter, 

It was so sharply defined, rounded and 
densethat it resembleda planetary nebular. 
Near the center of the ball, called the coma, 
was a nucleus slightly elongated. 
Diverging from this nucleus in the direction 
opposite the sun wasa dense fan-like struc- 
ture which could betraced up tothe edge of 
the coma and it was Visible even beyond the 
edge when the bright coma was just outside 
the telescope. ‘This structure was the tall of 
the comet in which has 
since increased considerably in length. 
The spectrum of the comet is 
unique. All parts of it give a continuous 
spectrum but underlying there is certainiy a 
trace band, in which respect observations 
here differ from those reported from other 
observatories. The ——— size of the 
comet has continually increased until now it 
is about two-thirds the diameter of the 
moon. Itis quite diffused and elongated and 
hasthe appearance of an ordinary comet. 
Though it has grown larger it has also 
grown fainter and ts barely visible to the un- 
assistedeye. Computers agree that it is not

A Georgia Exhibit. 

ATLANTA,Ga., Nov. 29.—An effort will be made 
by the committee of the Legislature which has 
returned from Chicagoto have the General 
Assembly appropriate $50,000 toward making 
a Georgia exhibit atthe World’s Fair. Gov. 
Northen, who was of the party, is strongly 
in favor of such action. Gov. Northen has 
always Deen an earnest advocate of State ex- 
hibitsand has been at work to that end 
for morethana year. He comes home more 
thoroughly aroused than ever. He con- 
fesses himself surprised at what he saw in 
Chicago and declares that it willbe a dis- 
grace to the State for it not to be represented 
there. The Governor is inclined to believe 
thata method can be devised whereby the 
Legislature can appropriate foran exhibit 
and yet keep within the bounds cf the consti- 
tution. Heis doubtfulabout the wisdom of 
undertaking toerecta State Duilding at this 
late day, butis emphatically of the opinion 
that she Oughtto make aproper display of 
her resources at the exhibition. 


Storm in the Northwest. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 29.—The gale from 
the Pacific Coast followed up the Columbia 
River and did considerable damage in Walla- 
walla County Sunday and Monday. the 
electric light building was unroofed, the 
court-house damaged anda number of out- 
buildings in this city and county were badly 
wrecked. No fatalities are reported. The 
wind blew at the rate of thirty-eight miles an 
hourattimes. The storm was reported as 
being very heavy along the Washington 
Coast, but only a lively wind prevailed in 
Puget Sound last night, which caused con- 
siderable damage to telegraph wires. At 
Tacoma the barometer is reported to be the 
lowest it has reached for five years, and a 
heavy storm is predicted for that region. 


Reducing Funning Time. 
PHILADELPRIA, Pa., NOV. 29.—The Pennsyl- 
vania company, as soon as Congress and the 
local authorities grant permission, will begin 
a system of improvements in and about 


Washington, which will cost In the neighbor- 
hood of $2,000,000 before they are completed. 
The question of reducing the time between 
New York and Washington to four and one- 
half hoursisan important to the Pennsyl- 
vania officials and they rezard the idea asa 
practicable one. Inthe pursuit of this end 
the engineers of the company have been in- 
vestigating the road for some months past 
and several alterations have been made, 


Rainmakers Diseouraged. 

SAN ANTONIO, TexX., NOV. 29.—John King of 
Washington, D. C., and John W. Dickinson 
of Chicago, who furnished $8,000 in cash 
toward the rainmaking experiments which 
were begun here last Friday by Gen. Dyren- 
furth, are very much dlscouraged with the 
results and have almost reached the conclu- 
sion that the theory is noc practicable. Upon 
their request, however, Gen. Dyrenfurth will 
continue the experiments until all the ex- 
plosives on hand are exhausted. The grand 
final test of the theory will be made to-day, 
weather permitting.

“Commodore” True Strung Up by an 
Engraged Mob. 


STABBED WILL WALTHAL TO THE HEART 
IN A CHURCH. 


Forty Bullets Fired Into the Body of the 
Dangling Wretch—Wife Murder and 
Suicide in Kentucky—A Man Wanted 
in St. Louis Captured in Quincy— 
Crime Miscellany. 


HIAWATHA, Kan., Nov. 29-—The town of 
Hiawatha was the scene of a senational 
lynching at I2 o’clock last night. Last 
Thursday night the people of the African 
Methodist Church gave a Thanksgiving snp- 
per atwhich Commodore True, a colored 
tough of the place raised a @isturbance. Will 
Wathal, one of the deacons of the church, led 
him outside and nothipg more was 
thought of the affair until suddenly 
True rushed into the room withaknife in 
his handand stabbed Wathaltothe heart. 
The wounded man died ina few minutes. 
True was arrested and lodged in the county 
jail. There was great indignation about the 
murder and last nighta mob broke in® the 
jJailand carried True toa tree in the jail 
yard and strung him up bytheneck. While 
the man hungthere writhinginthe agonies 
of death, forty bullets were fired into his 
body by the enraged mob. 

**Commodore’’ True has long been a terror 
to the peaceably disposed of his ownrace as 
well as the whites. When the church tragedy 
occurred there was a general clamor for the 
desperado’s life, but the matter 
did not assume shape till 
yesterday. All day little knots of men could 
be seen conferring together, and it was gen- 
erally understood that True’s doom was 
sealed. The Sheriff called upon a posse 
to assist him in guarding his  pris- 
oner, and secured about ten men, 
who obeyed his summons reluctantly. As 
night approached the mob gathered, and 
without ceremony made a demand for the 
prisoner. Some show of resistance was 
made, but it was of no avail before 
the determined mob. True was found cow- 
ering in his cell, begging for his life. Arope | 
was placed around his neck. Here he made 
a hard fight for lHfe and _ several 
were slightly injured by his desperate 
strugcle. Atlast he succumbed, and, more 
dead than alive, he was strung up. 

There is hardly any attempt -to disguise 
participation in the lynching, and all agree 
that the community is well rid of a desperate 
character. 


ORGANIZED ROBBERS,

HE WAS AT MURMANN’S AT THE TIME 


JOeIé SIMMONS WAS MURDERED.

‘Murmann and Several of His Employes 
Make Out a Good Case for Him—They 
Say He Worked With Them All Day 
and Up to 11 O'Clock at Night. 


Those who believe that dreams often un- 
ravel mysteries baffling human ingenuity 
and reveal events unseen by mortaleyes are 
not likely to find confirmation of their theory 
in the Investigations following the dream of 
August Wassman, the grief-stricken lover of 
the beautiful Josie Simmons, who was found 
murdered in her home on Sublet ayenue, 
mear Elizabeth avenue, about a mile west 
from Tower Grove Park, onthe lith of last 
October. As related in yesterday’s Posr- 
DIsPaATcH, Wassman, who was engaged 
to marry the unfortunate victim 
of the unknown assassin, and has since been 
ina@state of excitement bordering on dis- 
traction, dreamed a few nights ago that Nhe 
saw the murderer of his sweetheart and no- 
tified the detectives that George Demand, a 
barber, living out on the Old 
Manchester road, was the man. 
Capt. Keeble, to whom this. startling 
revelation was made, attached sufficient im- 
portance to it to cause an investigation, and 
the arrestof young Demand by Detectives 
Allender and Smith followed. The detectives 
reported thatthe prisoner was greatly dis- 
concerted when confronted by the ‘‘chain of 
circumstantial evidence’’ they had 
worked up against him, and gave 
answers totheshrewd questions they put to 
him that served to fasten the inevitable 
**chain’’ more securely around his neck. 
One link of this strongly welded and 
inexorable chain was the finding 
of blood-stains upon a suit of clothes 
belonging to the suspect. Demand 
explained away this upparentiy 
damaging circumstances Dy sayingthat the 
biood had come from the throats of swine he 
had helped to slaughterat B. Murmann’s 
meat market, 85°56 Garfield avenue, and not 
from the veins of the lovely Miss. simmons. 
He told tli® sleuths that he was employed 
at Murmann’s at the time of the 
murder, and tiiat there was plenty 
of blood around that establishment to stain 
any man’scilothes.

FREE FROM FEVER. 


Suburban People Rejoiced by the Daily 
Health Reports. 


THE CASES OF ILLNESS CONFINED TO 
CENTRAL 8ST. LOUIS. 


Victims of the Grip Lust Year Are Es- 
caping This Season’s Malady—Sprink- 
ling Etopped—Retributive Justice Has 
Seized Supt. John Duffy—A Conserva- 
tory for Forest Parx. 


Chief Sanitary Officer Charles W. Francis 
gotin hismorning mail reports of ninety- 
four new cases of fever. The physicans 
diagnose the cases as all sorts 
of fever, from typhoid to sim- 
ple malarial fever. The burial 
permits to-day show .that the death rate in 
the city bas not increased, and it appears, 
therefore, that the percentage of deaths from 
the different kinds of fevers must be very 
slight. 

There are several remarkable. things about 
this curious outbreak of fevers in the 
city, some of them shown by the records in 
the Health Office, being prepared by the 
clerks, and others appearing from the con- 
versation by the doctors who drop into 
the department rooms every day to talk 
about the situation. Oneis that the fevers 
seein to attack persons who have not had the 
grip. Fewof the victims to that epidemic 
last year are being threatened by 
the fever. This may be because they 
began to take better care of themselves after 
recovering from the grip, or there may be 
some reason that isnot apparent on the sur- 
face. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Francis points 
cut some other singular features. One 
is that the fever seems to lay hold of those 
between 15 and 30 years more readily than it 
attacks older people. ‘‘The doctors may ex- 
plain this,’’ the sanitary officer saia; ‘‘I 


can’t.’’ 

Another is thatthere has been very little 
iliness in that part ofthe city south of Lin- 
dell avenue and west of Grand avenue. 
Among the 1,300 cases reported in the 
city during the last two weeks, 
only thirty-five were in that 
southwestern territory. There have been as 
few cases in the northwest. Most of the 
sickness has been among the people Ivin 
between Hebert street on the north, Arsena 
street on the south, Grand avenue on the 
west and the river. Thesuburbds in the 
northwest and southwest have been nearly 
altogether free from it. 3 


A Conservatory for Forest Park. 


Park Commissioner John B,. Fechter casu- 
ally remarked to-day, during a session of the 
Board of Public Improvements, that he had 
given up his inténtion of enlarging the 


lake in Forest Park near the Lindell Railway 
station. He afterwards explained. that he 
had concluded that the city would never be 
willing to pay what the charming project 
would cost to execute. Geo. D. Capen, Pres- 
ident of the Lindell company, bas a standing 
offer to pay half of the cost of enlarging the 
lake so as to make it twice the sige of the toy 
pond there now, but the plans that have 
veen made show that it would 
cost $50,000 to do it. ‘il am sure the 
city would not be willing to appropriate $25, - 
000 for this purpose,’” sald the Park Com- 
missioner, ‘*sol decided not to think of it 
uny more. But I hope eventually to get a 
conservatory for the park through Mr. 
Capen. He has promised, when the restaur- 
ant is moved, oe pes a very fine conservatory 
in Its place, and that will some compensa- 
tion for the loss of the lake.’’ 


Street Sprinking S:op:. 
To-morrow will be the last day of the 
street, sprinkling. The inspectors have all 
been digcharged and the contracfors 
are already using most of their teams 
for coal hauling. The  . sprinkiie« 


during November, the last month of the sea- 
son, is a farce; as the contractors begin to 
withdraw their teams about the ist, and the 
Inspectors, knowing that they areto be dis- 
missed, neglect their work and look out for 
other jobs. Nevertheless, the city pays the 
salaries of the inspectors and the contract- 
ors’ Dilis, just the same. 

From now till the first of March, when the 
sprinkling begins again under regular con- 
tracts, the dust may fly at 
its own sweet will unless it gets 

a perfect storm. In that 
Sprinkling Superintendent W. L. 
Johnson will collect a few teams anddo a 
little sprinkling downtown, ‘‘But,’’ said ha 
to-day, ‘‘there will be very little special 
sprinkling done this year. At such times, 
when we have no contract with the sprink- 
lers, we have to pay higher rates than we do 
during the restof the year. Icould spend 
$10,000a week easily at such sprinklingIf I 
had the money,.’’ 


Not the Tone of F. 


It has been decided by Engineer W. J. 
McNulty that the supports in the City 
Hall dome can Stand a heavier 
weight than 2,000 pounds, and a 


bell has been ordered that will weigh nearly 
twice asmuch. It is being made in Troy.

One of the discomforts 
of his position is the lack of sympathy he 
notices among his acquaintances, He 
got his hurt while trying to cross 
the street at the corner of Vande- 
venter and Finney avenue. The cross- 
ing was very muddy andthe Superintendent 
silpped on @ stone and fell as he started to 
catch @ streetcar. The people in the vicinity 
who have for months been trying to get the 
street crossings made passable have heard of 
the street superintendent’s misfortune, and 
are sending to his office inthe City Haila lot 
of postal cards every day inquiring about his 
condition with brutal mirth.

TO ENLIST GOVERNMENT AID THE PUR- 
POSE OF THE CONFERENCE. 


How Its Completion and Operation Will 
Benefit the World’s Commerce—The 
Work Already Done and the Cause of 
Cessation—History of the Inception 
and Progress of the Enterprise. 


NEw ORLEans, La., Nov. 29.—By to-morrow 
morning, when the Nicaragua Canal Conven- 
tion is Called to order, there will be fully 600 
delegates in the city, representing commer- 
clal bodies in nearly every important city in 
the Union. Many arrived last night and to- 
day’s trains added largely to the number. 

The Governors of at least four Southern 
States will be present and Gov. Foster of 
Louisiana will welcome the delegates to the 
State, 

The chiefaddress of the convention will be 
delivered by Senator Morgan of 
Alabama. He will speak Thursday. 
The city is decorated in honor of her guests, 
Canal street, especially, being profusely or- 
pamented with flags and bunting andthe 
colors of the Nicaraguan Republic. 

The convention will be opened by Hon. 
George L. Converse of Ohio. It will probably 
continue its sessions until Friday. 


The purpose ofthe convention is to con- 
sider means for the resuming and completing 
the work of constructing the canal. Active 
operations ceased some time ago after the 
expenditure of $5,000,000. The original com- 
pany has a proposition forthe United States 
Government to guaranteeits bonds, If this 
should be done then the United States would 
control it completely, as England does the 
Suezcanal. Disraeli insisted on Knglish con- 
trol of the Suez Canal, and the British nation 
has had many reasons to be thankful for his 
wisdom. Intheeventof war it would bea 
great advantage to the United States for con- 
centrating our ships in either the Atlantic or 
the Pacific. Allthe questions will come up 
at New Orieans. 
In 1878 President Grant appointed a com- 
mission of Government engineers and naval 
officers to examine into and report upon in- 
teroceanic ship canal communication... hight 
routes were examined and the Nicaragua 
route, it was declared, ‘‘posseses both for 
construction and maintenance of a canal, 
ureater advantages and offers fewer difll- 
Culties from enxuineering, commercial and 
economic points of view than any of the 
Other routes shown to be practicable.’’ On 
the basis of this report Gen. Grant and as 
sociates secured a concession from the Ke- 
public of Nicaragua for the construction of a 
canal, and in 1881 a bill was introduced in the 
Inited States Senate granting aid of the 
United states to the construction of the 
canal, but it met with great opposition from 
Capt. Kads, who was working up his 
Tehuantepec ship ratiroad, and by De- 
Lessep’s friends, who hadthe Panama ship 
canal weil in hand, and through this opposti- 
tion the bill was postponed from timeto 
time. The failure of Grant & Ward finally 
caused the whole scheme to collapse. In 
December, 1884, President Arthur announced 
that a treaty had been made with Nicaragua, 
giving the right tothe United States to build 
a@camalacross the isthmus within the terri- 
tory of that republic, following the most 
avallable route from ocean toocean. The 
treaty was before the senate for adoption 
Jan. 29, 1886. It received 42 yeas to 23 nays 
and failed of adoption under the two-thirds 
rule. Onthedthof March following, Cleve. 
land became President and soon thereafter 
withdrew the treaty from the Senate, 
In April, 1887, A. G. Menocal, a distinuished 
Civilengineer who had been a prominent 
figure in former nexotiations, obtained a new 
concession from Nicaraueua for an associa- 
tion of prominent capitalists of New Yorx, 
and in February, 1888, Congress passed a bill 
for the incorporation of the Maritime Canal 
oo. of Niearagua,. Warwer Mfilier of New York 
was elected president of the construction 
company March 5, 1890, and the work is now 
being prosecuted under his management. 
! In January, 1891, a bill was introduced in 
\ the United States Senate by Senator Sher- 
soan, empowering the United States to guar- 
antee the principal and interest on $100, 000,000 
&8-per-cent canal company bonds for con- 
struction purposes; the President to be em- 
powered to name six directors and $70,000,000 
ofthe capital stock of the company to be 
edged as security forthe repayment tothe 

Mnited States of any moneys advanced, the 
Secretary of state to vote the stock at his 
discretion, and an option reserved to the 
United States to purchase the same at any 
time before the maturity of the bonds. This 
measure is still pending. 

The canal wiil have 
near the old town of 
called by the Enxzlish Greytown. Here was 
once afine harbor, but in late years it has 
become filled up with drifting sand from the 
San Juan River. The canel company has 
two 
miles from Greytown, at the canal terminus, 
which is and will be the headquarters of the 
company. From this point the route extends 
across low, and in places, partially sub- 
merged alluvial bottom iand nine and one- 
fourth miles to the first lock, which is at the 
joot-hilis of the easteru divide. This part of 
ihe canal will be excavated with immense 
dredges. It willbe 120 feet wide at the bot- 
tom, 258 feet wide at che surface of the water 
and 2@feetdeep, It wiil be at sea level, This 
will form part of the harbor andis wide 
enough and deep enough to allowa continu- 
ous line of the largest shipsto lie at anchor 
and ample space for other ships to pass. 

At the west enc of this nine and one-fourth 
mile stretch is located lock No. 1 with a iilft 
of #1 feet. This lock, like all others, is 650 
feet long by 90 feet in wiath; large enough to 
pass any vessel now afloat or to pass two 
vessels at a time of 2,500 tons each, 

One and one-fourth miles beyond lock No. 
1 is located lock No. 2. The distance between 
locks No. Land No. 2 is partly in excavation 
and rtly ina basin formed by damminga 
small stream called the Deseado, Lock No, 
29 has a =liftt of 380 feet 
surface Will be 61 feet above the sea.

its Atlantic terminus 
San Juan del Norte, 
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Descending from the lake to the Pacific, 
locks 4 and 6 are near together, and have 
each a fall of forty-two and one-half 
feet. One and one-half miles further 
west Is the last lock, No. 6, which takes 
us down to the level of the Pacific Ocean, 
with a fall of twenty-one to twenty nine feet, 
according tothe tide. From Lock No. to 
Brito Harbor is one and one-fourth miles,and 
this part of the canal is 120 feet wide at the 
bottom, the same as at Greytown, and is a 
practical inland extension of Brito Harbor. 
This harbor, iike that at Greytowh, is to be 
protected by heavy dykes reaching far out 
into the sea, and such dredgingdone as will 
make it safe and secure and of ample capac- 
ity for all purposes. The totaliength of the 
canal from Greytown to Brito will be 169% 
miles, of which on twenty-six and three- 
fourths miles is in excavation, and 142% miles 
will be free navigation in lakes, rivers and 
basins. The summmitlevel will be the sur- 
face of Lake Nicaragua, only IO feet above 
the sea. 

The cost is estimated by Chief Engineer 
Menocal at $65,084,176. The estimate with 
maps, plans and profiles was submitted toa 
board of five distinguished American en- 
gineers. They raised the estimation to $87,- 
799,570. On this latter basis there is no doubt 
that $100,000,000 will be ample to construct 
this great work, including interest and all 
possible contingencies during construction. 

The Nicaraugua Canal shortens the dis- 
tance from New York to San Francisco 9,400 
miles, and changes the steamship time be- 
tween those ports from forty-six days to 
eighteen days.

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DRIVEN FROM HOME 


Mrs. Anna Kaufman Beaten and Turned 
Out of Doors. 


SHE RETURNED TO‘FIND HER BABY HAD 


DIED DURING HER ABSENCE, 


The Only Provocation for the Treatment 
She Rsecosived Was, She Alleges, a 
Light Remark in Calling Her Husband 
to Supper—The Child’s Death to Be 
Inves‘igated— Police News. 


Mrs. Anna Kaufman of 2807 South Broad- 
way calledatthe Four Courts to-day and 
told a sad story, the sequel of which will 
come up for investigation in the Coroner’s 
office. Sheisa young German woman and 
speaks no English. She was accompanied by 
Attorney William Bush, who acted as inter- 
preter. Mrs. Kaufman sald she is marrieda 
little overa year. On Sunday night last her 
husband, Melchior Kaufman, took offense at 
the manner in which she called him to gup- 
per and cruelly beat her, she said, and 
turned her out, Asevidence of the beating 
she had an eye which wasa mass of biood, 
and her face was badly swollen and dis- 
colored, Her husband also,she said, knocked 
out one of her teeth, and dragged her by the 
hair. 

When she finally made her escape she was 
compelled to leave behind her her 5- 
mont?'s-old baby. She wenttothe house or 
a friend, a Mr. Hoffstetter, Mving at 1952 
Withnell avenue. Shestayed there Sunday 
night and returned to her home yesterday to 
Ond her baby dead. The lHttle one 
she said was in perfect health 
when she left it. A doctor was 
called, and examined some milk which she 
said had been given the child, and ordered 
that the milk be preserved to be examined 
by the Coroner, who has been notified, and 
will make an investigation of the case. Mrs. 
Kaufman said that when ber husband turned 
her out on Sunday night he made 
remarks casting reflections on the 
paternity of the child. There was 
no one in thelr home to care 
for the ch!ld, she said, but her husband, but 
her sister-in-law had lived up-stairs. She 
did not know who had charge of the child 
while she was absent. 

The only provocation that she gave for 
her husband’s assault she sald was that ia 
calling him to his supper she used a German 
phrase which is eauivalent in English to 
“*Come to your fodder.’’ A warrant charg- 
ing him with assault and battery was issued.

Why the Republicans Will Not Contest— 
Ccl. Bannerman’s Candidacy. 


From all indications it wouid appear that 
Mr. Charles Parsons, Ford Smith, C.I. Eilley, 
Max Kotaney, Will Rohlfing and prominent 
members of the St. Louls Republican Club 
and others identified with the State Republi- 
can committee have abandoned their inten- 
tion to contest the election of 
Messrs. Edmunds, Valliant, McDonald 
and Staed. They seem to have 
come tothe very nice conclusion that they 
do not caretospend the money necessary to 
make a contest, merely to establish a prece- 
dent that has already been established. On 
last Saturday afternoon a meeting was held 
in St. Louls for the purpose of taking steps to 
contest the election in which Mr. C, 
I. F#illey, Maj. Charles Parsons, F. 
P, Brownell, Max Kotaney, Col- 
lector Wennecker and other prominent 
St. Louls Republicans participated. When 
the meeting adjourned it was decided that 
the contest should be made, if for no other 
purpose than to establish a precedent, It 
was also understood that Maj. Parsons was 
to see that the money was forthcoming, 
while Vax Kotaney was to seethat the nec- 
essary papers were prepared and filed with 
the Circuit Clerk ‘in the name of the 
contestants not later than Monday afternoon 
or Tuesday morning. Asnosuch documents 
were filed up to noon to-day, a PostT-D!s- 
PATCH reporter called on Mr. Fora Smith 
who has been identified with the proposed 
contest, to ascertain whether or not it would 
be made. Mr. Smith disclaimed all 
knowledge of the matter and re- 
marked that if any such a 
contest would be made he would not be 
mixed up in it either one way or the other. 
‘‘There is no use spending money and time 
when there is nothing to be accomplished,’ 
said Mr. Smith. ‘‘I can’t see what precedent 
there is to be established. It is an established 
fact that the ballot-boxes can be opened, and 
if there ismnothingto be accomplisned after 
they are opened it’s nonsensical to 
even think of making a contest. I have a 
very faint recollectionof having the ballot 
boxes opened at onetime myself, andlam 
through with that kind of basiness.’’ 

When Maj. Parsons wi&s seen at the State 
Bank this morningand asked whether or not 
the money had veen raised to make 
the contest with, he put on his 
hat and left the bank building 
with the remark: ‘‘Youcan say that I don’t 
know anything aboutit. I won’t discuss the 
matter atall, for, asi say, if anything is be- 
ing done l don’t know anything about it.’’ 

Every Republican identified with the con- 
test has a different story toteil. Some allege 
that fraud was perpetrated at the recent 
election, and that every Republican onthe 
ticket was elected, and they intend 
to prove it when the Dallot 
boxes are opened, while others claim ‘that 
the only purpose of a contestwould be to com.- 
pel the Recorder of Voters to open the Daliot

Evidence Brought Out dy the Congres- 
sional Committee. 
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PRESIDENT M’LEOD ON THE WITNESS 
STAND. 


How the Prices of Coal Are Rogulated by 
the Sales Agents—Some Direct Ques- 
tions Evasively Answered—Effect of 
Free Trade in Anthracite—-A Searoh- 
ing Inquiry. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 29.—The Con- 
gressional sub-committee, which is investi- 
gating the Reading combine, met in fgthe 
Chamber of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals at 11 o’clock this morning. William 
J. Coombs of Brooklyn presided, and the 
other members were Bellamy Storer of Ohio, 
George D. Wise of Virginia and Josiah Patter- 
son of Tennessee. 

President McLeod of the Reading system 
was the first witness. He promised to 
furnish the sub-committee with water rates 
on anthracite coal to New England points 
that are reached by the Poughkeepsie bridge 
route, sothat the respective water and rail 
rates can be compared. Being asked to state 
the effect of the monthly tidewater meetings 
of coal agents on the periodical 
output of anthracite coal, whether 
or not the meetings influenced prices 
and if the meetings tended to effect a concert 
of action, President McLeod said that so far 
as he Knew the sales agents met to inform 
each Other about the condition of the mar- 
ket. The point was pushed as to whether the 
tidewater meetings influenced prices. Mr. 
McLeod stated that the demand for coal 
made the prices and did not believe that 
prices were otherwise influenced by the 


agents. 

Charles F. Beach, Jr., of New York, counsel 
of the committee, who conducted the examl- 
nation, then asked: ‘‘Is a part of your 
scheme, Mr. McLeod, to effect any further 


advance in the price of coal?’’ 

Mr. McLeod sald: ‘‘We regulate our busi- 
ness according to the conditions we find from 
monthto month. Wecertainly have no in- 
tention of raising the price of coal for De- 
cember.’’ 

**How about January?’’ 

Mr. McLeod replied: ‘‘I could not raise 
prices In January if I wanted to.’”’ 

Mr. McLeod disclaimed any co-operation on 
his part toward the election of Reading di- 
rectors in the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Rallroad, and said/that the election 
bad no connection with Reading leases, 

Mr. MeLeod further stated that if there 
were no meetings to regulate the output of 
coaland every producer want his own way, 
the smaller ones would be crowded to the 
wall, andthe powerful would combine and 
ralse the price ofcoal. Many producers who 
were on the verge of bankruptcy were saved 
by the Reading management, 

Mr. McLeod continued and showed that if 
the output of coal to be uncontrollable labor 
would suffer. The wages of miners on the 
Reading system are ona sliding scale; when 
prices advance so do thelr wages. Pre- 
cautions are taken not to flood the 
market for producers would have to carry the 
burden themselves. Mr. McLeod denied that 
the agents who meet monthly have any 
authority to bind the Reading company. 
To questions of the committee ir. McLeod said 
that the demand for coal and not the price 
rexzuiates the output and that itis the aim of 
the company to putthe coal on the market 
for a reasonable profit. The coal Dusi- 
nesy has been conducted at ai §$ 10ss. 
Prices are no higher than they have been 
apd no advances have been made to opera- 
tors. Mr. McLeod further stated that the 
saine opportunities are given to all operators 
thatare given to the Philadelphia & Read- 
inex Coaland Iron Co., as regards rates of 
toll. All shippers on the Reading’s 
lines pay the same. Counselor Beach 
then asked about the canceling of a $13,000,000 
charge against the coal and Iron company by 
the Reading Kalilroad, but Mr. \cLeod re- 
plied that he was not then President and it 
did not come under his direction. 

In response to queries of Mr. Wise, Presi- 
dent McLeod sald that substitutes for an- 
thracite coal would be used by the public if 
the price of the iatter would be fixed 
too high and that the too high 
raising of frelght rates by the Reading would 
shut off shipping by the operators.

UN IVERSAL COINAGE

Leading Theme of the International 
Monetary Conference. 


BOTH THE PRECIOUS METALSTO RECEIVE 
RECOGNITION. 


Renewed Agitation in Canada in Favor of 
Annexation—Provisional Ruler in In- 
dia Assassinated—British Topics—The 
Mexican Cabinet Resigns — General 
Foreign News and Brief Cablsgrams. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 29.—Ths committee ap- 
pointed yesterday by the International 
Monetary Conference te consider the pro- 
posals of Mr. Alfred Rothschild, which were 
presented to the conference yesterday, is 
made up as follows: SirC. Fremantle, Great 
Britain; Sir Gullford L. Molesworth, Indla; 
Henry W. Cannon, United States; M. De 
Foville, France; Sig. Simonelll, Italy;C. F. 
Tietjen, Denmark; N. P. Vanderberg, the 
Netherlands; Hans L. Torsell, Sweden and 
Norway; Senor.-Osma, Spain; M. Cramer 
Frey, Switzerland; M. Sainctletto, 
Belgium, and M. Raffalovitch, Rus- 
sia. Mr. Alfred De Rothschild, Great 
Britain, and M.Monteflore Levi, the President 
of the conference, are ex-officio members of 
the committee. The committee will also 
consider the plans suggested by E. Levy and 
Prof. Adolph Soetbeer. The plan of Mr. De 
Rothschild, reported in these dispatches of 
yesterday, is,in brief, that a syndicate of 
the nations be formed to make yearly pur- 
chases of silvertothe amount of £5,009,00, 
and that America continue her purchases of 
sliver as at present. Inthe event of the 
price of silver rising above 43 pence per ounce 
the purchases are at once to be suspended, 

Prof. Soetbeer’s plan is to establish one 
gramme of fine gold as the international 
unit of value and to stop the minting of coins 
containing less than 5.8065 grammes of pure 
gold. The circulation of coin of foreign 
countries of less than the new standard will 
be prohibited by the countries signing the 
agreement and gold of inferior value will be 
withdrawn within five years. Private in- 
Cividuals will be allowed to coin gold upon 
the payment of an agreed selgnorage. Gold 
certificates may be issued against gold held 
in reserve. Prof. Soetbeer’s plan aisoin- 
cludes the colnage of sliver in the proportion 
of twenty value units of that metal to one of 
gold, but private individuais will not be 
allowed free coinage of silver. 

The above is Prof. Soetbeer’s plan in brief. 
His proposals have been discussed tn finan- 
Cialcircies for some time past and are weil 
known to all persons interested in the 
monetary problem. Of the committee that 
will consider the proposals five members are 
avowed bimetallists, six are monometallists 
and one is doubtful. The committee wil! sit 
twice each day. It is the general expecta- 
tion that De RKothschilda’s proposals wlll be 
accepted by the committee and then re- 
ferred for adoption or rejection to the 
conference and the governments rerre- 
sented, with modifications suggested by the 
schemes of M. Leviand Prof. Soetbeer. One 
of the modifications will undoubtedly be that 
all coins below the value of 20 francs be with. 
drawn from circulation and replaced by sil- 
ver notes. 

The adhesion of the verman delegates is 
now considered certain,.as Herr Decbend, 
formerly President of the Reichsvank, ap- 
proved the main lines of Prof. Soetbeer’s 
proposal. The French representatives will 
accept the pian of Prof. Soetbeer, which was 
commanicated bjy.M. Tirard, French ex-Min- 
ister of Finance. This plan was favorably re- 
ceived by allthe French delegates before it 
was submitted to the conference. 

With the prospect of an early agreement 
being achieved nobody now talxs ofthe fall- 
ure of the conference, which at first was the 
only prediction made as to the outcome of 
the meeting. Sorapidly has the optimistic 
feeling grownthat it is reported that the 
conference is likely to conclude its labors 
next week. It was sald last week the session 
would last unt!) after Christmas, 

The American diciegates have strong rea. 
sons to be satisfied with the recognition of 
monometallism and the ecriousness of the 
dangers arising from a further fall in silver. 
They are disposed to support Mr. De Koths- 
child’s proposals on the principle that halfa 
loaf is better than no bread 

The Indian delegates ‘fe also pleased with 
the proposals, as they Will favor the conclu- 
gions of the Indian Currency Committee and 
their acceptance will free India from the 
fear of a large fall in silver. 

The American delegates believe that the 
continuous absorption of 80,000,000 ouncesof 
silver by the European powers would bring 
about artificially such a condition of thesil- 
ver marketthat international bDimetaliism 
could be established permanently and scien- 
tifically. The delegates are combining 
some pleasure with their work; the inter- 
change of dinners proceeds almost nightly. 
The American and British repyesentatives 
have been to a performance of an English 
company which is playing ‘‘Faust Up to 
Date’’ in Brussels. 

At the conclusion of the conference the

STARTLED BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 

Local building association secretaries are 
somewhat exercised over a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court of Missis- 
sippl in . relation to a charge of 
usury which that tribunal full 
sustains against one of these financial insti- 
tutions. It has already been suggeste! that 
if the decision is good law tn Mississippi, it fs 
good law in Missoum, and in any other State, 
for that matter, and the effect of it will 
largely curtail the income of building assocli- 
ations generally;if not, some other means 
than those in vogue must be developed to de- 
rive the prohibited profits from borrowers 
of building association funds. 

To demonstrate the point of tissue: Daniel 
Sullivan borrowed from a building and loan 
association in Jackson, Miss., $1,000, paying 
therefor a premium cof 40 per cent, or 3400, on 
the loan. He gave Wis note to the association 
for $1,000, and he has paid interest on this 
sumever since. Inan action compelling the 
association to render him an account, he 
claimed the interest and premium were 
usurious. The court holds that the associa- 
tion had the right to charge the $400 premium 
on the amount, Dut had no right to charge 
him interest, as it was money he had never 
received ; that the only sum the association 
could collect interest on was the $600 actually 
paid to Sullivan. The Court In one para- 
eraph uses this language: 

It is startling to the judicial mind to be forced to 
consider a proposition which involves the associa- 
tion of a right to take interest upon a purely imag- 
inarysum. Interesttothe legal and common mind 
alike means comipensation for the loan or use of 
money, and to talk of the interest upon the appel- 
lant’s premium of $4€0,a sum which is mythical, 
which he never saw, which was not in existence, 
and which, if it ever came into being, was to be 
the property of the association, is paradoxical, in- 
dee A contract to this extent ts oppressive, 
illegal and essentially usurous and to this effect is 
the almost unbroken current of authorit In the 
one or two exceptional cases, unwise legislation 
constrained the action of the court. 

With rare exceptions the building assocta- 
tions of the entire country are doing business 
onthe plan of the one at Jackson, Miss,, 
which is involved in the far- -reaching de- 
cision.
